The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 29th July, 1950 relate to 
170 towns with an estimated population of 20,467 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 233 and their population is 
28,41] thousands. Thus 73% of the total number of towns 
representing 72% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 14,777 and 7,931 representing birth 
and death rates of 37-5 and 20 *2 por thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States ( Parts A and B ). — The data here relate to 141 
towns with an estimai i d population of 17,042 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bibar, Madhya Pradesh 
and Wist Bengal (• uld not be included. The total number of 
towns is 201 and then population is 24,668 thousands. Thus 
70% of tho total number of towns reprie nting 69% of (he 
total population is covered. The numbers of births and 
deaths recorded ® these towns were 12 527 and 6, *'04 


representing birth and death rates of 38 "2 and 20*9 par' - ' 
thousand of population respectively . The table at the end 
gives the position by states. 

The towns of PandJ arpur in Bombay, Kozhikode in 
Madras and Puri in Orissa recorded high death rates of 53*0, 
52-7 and 78*0 por thousand of population respootively. In 
Pandhajpur and Pun, the high death rates were largely due 
to deaths from fevers. In Kozhikode, the high death rate
